Set  the  Fashion.

Tho 
custom  ol'iittacliiiiK  poHtivgc  stiimpH  to  U-tters  diil 
not  hccouio  gi'iKiiiil  niilil  lifter  1H40,  and  no  om»^ 
tried  to  collect  the  few  varieties  in  exiHteiice 
before  that.  .Some  of  them  now  would  liavt^  a 
value  thousands  of  tim<>s  greater  than  tlieir  oritfi- 
nnl  selling  )irice. 

What  prohahiy  were  the  lirst  postajje  stamps 
were  hrounht  into  use  hy  the  lirst  postal  collec- 
tion and  delivery  system,  which  was  intrtHluced 
in  Paris  in  HVi.S.  In  thai  year  Kin>j  Louis  XIV. 
granted  a  privilege  to  a  municipal  dignitary,  M. 
tie  Valayer,  to  estahlish  letter  lio.xes  in  various 
sections  of  I'aris,  lie  to  collect  the  letters  depositeil 
therein  and  to  charjie  a  ^iven  fee  for  their  deli- 
verv.  The  deal  applied  to  loi-al  lettei's  lailv.  All 
mail  for  the  outer  world  had  to  he  handled  in  the 
jirimitive  way  then  existing. 

Valayer  put  up  a  series  of  ho.\e8  and  organi/.eil 
a  force  of  collectors  and  mesflcngers  in  short  ord(<r. 
IJut  right  at  the  start  he  encountered  a  ditticiilty 
which  threatene<l  to  land  him  in  hunkruptcy. 
He  had  niad(!  no  provision  for  the  advance  pay- 
ment of  the  fees  for  his  service,  and  soon  found 
that  most  of  the  recipients  of  the  letters  refused 
to  pay  for  them.  He  was  in  a  serious  (luandary, 
and  for  a  time  discontinued  the  service.  He 
could  not  allord  to  station  a  man  at  each  lelter- 
lio.\  to  collect  the  tolls,  and  no  solution  to  lijs  [iro- 
hlem  came  to  him.  F.inally  one  day  when  he 
■vas  discussing  his  liard  luck  in  the  garden  of  the 
royal  couit  he  anuomiceil  his  determination  to 
giv(>  up  the  privilege.  The  ('<Mmtess  de  Loiigue- 
ville  had  heen  interested  in  iheconvei'sation,  and, 
with  that  vehemence  that  always  distinguished 
her  nohle  family,  she  |irotested  against  the  ama- 
teur postmaster's  decision. 

"  Xi>,  no,  my  tlear  Chevalier,"  she  saiii,  "you 
iMustnot  think  of  iihandoniiig  so  important  an 
irniovatiou.  The  service  will  soon  tiecome  iiidis- 
pensahle  to  all  who  cannot  for  one  reason  or 
another  get  about  to  commui.icatc  with  others  in 
jjcixon.  t^onsidrr  the  laiiu'  and  the  sick,  think 
(»f  those  who  are  detaiue<l  in  doistei's  and  con- 
vents and  places  for  punishment,  and  more  parti- 
cularly have  soini!  regard  for  the  ionis  and  ladies 
of  the  court,  who  are  on  their  f(>et  all  day  in  tiit! 
service  of  the  Crown,  but  have  no  opportunity  to 
carry  on  their  little  amouix.  You  have  found  no 
way  to  gather  in  your  recompense  in  advance, 
but  I  will  give  you  tlie  recipe.  Attention.  Yon 
print  a  lot  of  little  certilicates  with  a  special 
(U^sign.  Kach  one  you  will  sell  for  the  price  you 
charge  for  one  letter.  Pay  a  small  consideration 
to  a  phonkeeper  near  every  letter-ho,i(  t"or  selling 
the  certificates  tor  you,  deliver  only  such   letters 


to  whicli  one  of  the  certificates  is  uttaciied,  hikI 
your  fortune  is  made." 

Valayer's  eyes  snapped  witli  joy.  He  jumped 
to  his  feet  and,  stooping  gallantly,  kissed  the 
bejeweled  liaud  of  the  lady.  The  stamps  which  he 
soon  had  out,  he  called  '"  Hillets  i\v  Ports  Pay(5." 
They  were  like  little  labels,  and  were  attached  to 
liie  lettei-s  by  means  of  wafers,  one  of  which  was 
supplieil  with  ea(;h  htamp  sold.  Blank  spaces 
were  le'.t  in  th(?  printing  for  the  date  of  mailing, 
which  served  for  a  cancellation  mark,  and  had  to 
b(f  tilled  in  by  the  sender.  The  scheme  met  im- 
mediate success.  How  long  it  lasted  and  wliat 
caused  its  downfall  is  not  recorded.  Possibly  the 
whim  of  a  ruler  was  responsible  for  its  tiiscontinu- 
aiice.  .Vt  all  events  tlie  system  fell  into  ol>livioii 
one  hundred  yeani  later,  and  with  it  the  use  of 
postage  stamps. 

The  lirst  serious  attempt  to  intnMhicc  noetage 
stamps  in  general  was  made  by  the  little  Kingdom 
of  Sardinia  in  the  year  1819.  The  certilicates 
wen?  thin  sheets  of  piifier  to  cover  letters,  which 
invariably  were  folded  in  a  uniform  way  and  size. 
There  were  no  envelopes  in  th'ise  days.  The 
edges  of  the  [)aperbor(!  tlie  water-mark  "  Dirizione 
(teiKM'ale  delle  Regie  Post."  The  einble'ii  was  a 
rampant  warrior  on  horseback  and  the  respective 
values  of  the  stamps  were  indicated  at  10,  2.") 
and  .")()  centissime,  Id  centissinie  equaling  2  cents 
in  .Vmerican  money.  These  were  replaced  by 
vari-colored  wafer  stamps  the  following  year, 
which  remained  in  use  until  I8.'«>.  The  firet  to 
follow  the  example  of  the  Sardinians  was  Great 
Britain,  which  established  its  postage  stamp  in- 
(histiy  in  1.S40.  C<jiicurre!Uly  with  its  adoption  of 
penny  postage  in  that  year  the  British  I'ost  OtHce 
i.ssued  stamped  letter  wrappers  for  tlie  lirst  time. 
The  penny  wrappers  were  printed  in  black  ink 
and  those  for  two  pence  in  blue.  The  square 
section  of  the  wrappers  intcndod  for  the  address 
was  decorated  with  an  allegorical  design  by 
Macready,  emblematic  of  Britain's  world-wide 
commerce.  Under  this  ai)peared  "  Postage  One 
Penny,"  or  two  pence  resiiectively.  The  lirst  re- 
gular postage  were  issued  in  tiie  year  following, 
the  values  being  the  same — one  penny  and  two 
l)ence. 

Zurich,  Brazil  and  Geneva  adopted  postage 
stamps  in  184:$.  Basle  followed  in  1845.  The 
United  States  went  into  the  business  in  1846,  and 
the  specimens  still  extant  of  that  first  issue  are 
all  hut  priceless.  Hussia  fell  in  line  in  1848  with 
stamped  envelopes  and  France  resumed  her  inte- 
rest in  the  subject  in  1849,  almost  200  years  after 
her  liret  experience  with  it.  Belgium  and  Bavaria 
followed  suit  that  year,  and  Austria,  Prussia  and 
Saxony  began  printing  and  selling  stamps  in  1850.

WOVE  PAPER  has  an  t'ven  texture,  Hke  the  impor  in  hooks  or  now.spapers. 

LAID  PAPER  shows  parallel  lines  close  together,  while  vertically  laid  paper 
shows  the  same  lines  running  up  and  down,  instead  of  acniss. 

IMPERFORATE. —Stamps  having  no  holes  or  other  device  to  aid  in  sejjarating 
them.     Stamps  with  snu)oth  edges. 

ROULETTED.— Stamps  having  a  numherof  straight  indentations  l)etween  them 
to  make  th(«m  easy  of  s(>piirji1ion  without  tearing;  the  common  perforation  heing  a 
series  of  smnll  holes,  as  in  our  present  issues. 

PROVISIONAL.— Stamps  used  for  a  short  time  until  more  of  the  regular  issue 
can  1)((  Hecun>d.  At  times  it  consists  of  a  new  value  surcharged,  sometimes  a  stamp 
is  cut  in  two  parts,  such  as  a  two  cent  value,  and  half  of  it  used  as  a  one  cent  stamp. 

SURCHARGED. — A  new  value,  device,  or  wording  of  any  kijid  printed  on  the 
face  of  stamps,  usually  in  a  different  color  from  the  staiiips. 

WATERMARKED.— ContJiining  letters,  figures,  or  device  of  some  kind  in  the 
paper,  and  done  while  manufacturing.  Watermarks  may  generally  he  seen  hy 
holding  the  stamps  to  the  light,  but  in  the  case  of  used  stamps  it  is  necessary  first 
to  slightly  soak  them,  afterwards  drying  lx>tween  blotters. 

REPRINTS. — Stamps  printed  from  the  original  plates  after  the  series  has  gone 
out  of  use.
